RtroRT  OF  THE  FIREWARDS. 

The  town  has  suffered  severe  losses  by  fire  during  the 
past  vear,  most  of  which,  we  believe,  have  been  caused  by 
carelessness. 

It  is  contrary  to  the  insurance  rules  to  keep  ashes  in  or 
near  any  building,  unless  contained  in  metal  or  other  non- 
flamable  receptacle. 

Look  over  your  chimneys  and  funnels  occasionally  and 
see  that  they  are  in  proper  condition,  burn  or  clean  out 
your  chimneys  once  a  year,  always  take  a  rainy  day  to  burn 
them  out. 


When  called  to  a  tire,  if  you  have  an  extinguisher, 
take  it  along,  take  a  pail  anyway. 

Always  have  a  pail  of  water  where  you  know  where  it  is, 
it  will  stop  a  big  fire  if  used  in  season. 

We  recommend  the  purchase  of  more  3  gallon  chem- 
ical extinguishers  and  placing  them  in  different  sections  of 
the  town. 

The  selectmen  have  purchased  350  feet  of  hose  which 
can  be  used  on  the  hydrants  at  the  Stevens  hall. 

The  Fire  Engine  has  been  placed  in  Mr.  Dolber's  shed 
at  the  hotel,  as  the  basement  of  the  old  hall  was  a  very  un- 
handy place  for  it  and  there  was  usually  a  cord  or  two  of 
wood  piled  up  in  front  of  it.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  law  and  custom 
the  following  annual  report  is  submitted  by  the  School  Board 
of  Chester  : 

The  members  of  the  School  Board  ought  not  to  feel  sat- 
isfied with  the  year's  work  in  ihe  schools,  unless  the}'  can  re- 
port, at  their  close,  some  definite  gain  along  some  definite 
line.  Your  committee  wish  to  mention  two  things  which 
seem  to  them  in  the  line  of  progress. 

First,  the  establishment  of  a  first  year  high  school 
course.     Second,  the.  introduction  of  music  as  a  study. 

The  first  plan,  the  establishment  of  a  first  \'ear  high 
school  course  has  been,  so  far,  carried  out  successfully.  By 
good  fortune,  Miss  Ethel  S.  Kingman,  a  graduate  of  the  Som- 
erville  Latin  High  School  and  of  Boston  University,  was  se- 
cured to  start  this  work.  Miss  Kingman  has  the  knowledge 
and  the  interest  requisite  for  the  task,  and  five  girls  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  another  year's  study. 
Any  one  completing  satisfactorily  this  first  year  course  will 
be  able  to  enter  the  second  year  at  any  academy  or  high 
school.  Even  if  all  the  parents  who  choose  to  do  so,  send 
their  children  directly  from  the  grammar  school  to  an  out  of 
town  academy,  there  will  still  be  three  classes  of  citizens-  who 
will  gladly  avail  themselves  of  this  new  plan:  those  who  can- 
not afford  to  send  their  children  away  to  school;  those  who 
live  too  far  from  the  cars  to  reach  them    conveniently   in    the 
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■early  nrorning;  and  lliose  who  feel  that  their  children  will  tlie 
safer  in  health,  moral.-  and  manners,  hy  one  year's  longer  stay 
at  home. 

The  tuition  of  six  pupils,  saved  from  outside  academies, 
would  pay  the  teachei's  salarj^  as  she  gives  part  of  her  time 
to  the  nineth  grade  grammar  school  work;  or  the  interest  of 
the  Dr.  Brown  fund  alone  would  pay  it,  so  that  the  question 
for  the  people  of  Chester  to  decide  is,  not  whether  they  can 
afford  to  have  a  first  year  high  school,  but  whether  they  can 
affoi'd  not  to  have  one. 

The  second  step  in  advance  is  the  introduction  of  music 
into  the  school,  not  as  a  diversion  but  as  a  regular  study. 

Chester  people  know  t-oo  well  the  value  of  music  in  the 
church  and  in  the  home,  not  to  appreciate  what  this  means. 
Mrs.  Bowers,  aided  by  friends  interested  in  music  and  in 
the  children,  secured  by  means  of  a  concert,  a  sum  of  money 
sufficient  to  have  music  taught  in  the  village  schools.  It  was 
desired  to  have  it  in  all  the  schools,  but  they  are  so  far  apart 
that  it  was  found  impracticable.  Miss  Marguerite  Clarke,  sup- 
ervisor of  music  in  Derry,  Londonderry  and  Windham  was 
engaged  to  give  a  lesson  once  a  week  and  to  plan  the  work 
for  the  teachers  to  carry  out  during  the  remaininsj  days.  Miss 
Clarke  has  been  speciall}-  trained  for  this  supervision  of  music 
in  schools  by  the  best  Boston  teachers,  and  the  j^rogress  of 
the  children  has  been  good.  Although  the  expense  of  this 
teaching  has  not  come  ujjon  the  town,  the  account  of  it  is 
inserted  here  as  of  interest,  both  to  those  who  aidpd  in  raising 
the  money,  and  to  those  who  have  been  benefitted  by  it.

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It  will  be  noticed  that  the  larger  part  of  the  repair  nnon- 
ey  has  been  left  unspent.  It  seemed  best  to  keep  it  till  more 
could  be  added  as  the  expense  of  the  needed  repairs  will  be 
large.  The  foundation  of  the  primary  school  house  must  be 
attended  to  at  once,  an<l  the  building  needs  painting.  The 
South  school  house  must  be  shingled,  and  minor  repairs  must 
be  made  on  the  other  buildings.  Economy  demands  that  such 
repairs  shall  not  be  postponed  till  the  expense  of  having  them 
done  becomes  still  greater. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  ariange  a  table  of  school 
statistics  that  shall  be  of  some  value  for  reference.  Attention 
is  called  to  the  cost  per  j^upil  of  a  week^s  teaching.  Although 
the  salary  at  the  primary  school  is  one  of  the  largest  paid,  the 
expense  per  pupil  is  the  least,  only  thirtj^-three  cents — an  ar- 
gument, on  the  side  of  economj-,  for  consolidation.  "J^he 
North  Chester  school,  as  usual,  stands  at  the  head  in  attend- 
ance, with  the  Brick  as  a  close  second.  8899  half  day  absen- 
ces mean  that  a  good  many  parents  care  little  about  education 
for  their  children,  though  in  some  cases,  as  in  the  South  school, 
contageous  disease  caused  many  of  the  absences.  There  were 
540  visits  by  parents  and  others,  75  hj  members  of  the  School 
Board.  The  average  length  of  the  school  year  was  81  f 
weeks.  North  Chester  lost  one  week  on  account  of  illness  of 
the  teacher.  The  experiment  of  having  a  longer  term  was 
tried  successfully  at  the  village.  All  the  schools  ought  to 
have  thirty-six  weeks,  the  sixteen  weeks  left  seem  ample  for 
vacation.  Many  of  the  people  can  remember  that  they  had 
forty-two  weeks  in  their  school  year — two  terms  of  eleven, and 
two  of  ten  weeks  each,  and  their  parents  willingly  paid  thc^ 
four  dollars  a  terra  retjuired  for  tuition. 
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Before  the  citizens  decide  on  their  plans  for  the  coming 
school  year,  they  would  do  well  to  recall  these  words  from 
the  School  Report  of  1872-73,  written  by  Dr.  James  F,  Brown 
who  showed  his  faith  in  education  by  his  works. 

"Our  town  has  occupied  a  noble  place  in  the  history  of 
the  State,  by  means  of  the  men  and  women  she  has  raised, 
and  those  who  have  resided  here.  Hereafter  we  shall  proba- 
bly raise  them  for  export  instead  of  home  use,  as  business 
centers  are  changing.  If  you  wish  your  sons  and  daughters 
to  occujjy  the  proud  places  of  business  and  talent,  they  must 
have. education  and  training  of  intellect,  so  as  to  compete  with 
the  whole  world. 

If  you  are  rich  your  children  need  education  to  retain 
their  property  and  standing;  and  if  you  are  poor,  they  need  it 
all  the  more  to  help  theru  procure  the  good  things  of  life."
